ATMOSPHERIC ELECTRICITY. 


Experiment Suggested by Franklin and 


Performed by D'Alibard. 


To Henjiiinln Franklin belongs the 


Uii'rlt ot havlnjr perceived that n direct 
experiment v,as needed to prove what 
LO far was only a guess. In an article 
entitled 
"Opinions and Conjectures 


^Concerning the Properties and Effects 
of the Klcctrk-al M.iller Arising From 
Expeiliuents and Observations Made 
at Philadelphia, 3749," the following 
passage occurs: 


"To determine the question whether 


the clouds that contain lightning are 
electrified or not I \\onld propose an 
experiment to be tried uhcre it can be 
done conveniently On the top of some 
high tower or Kieeple jilueo a kind of 
sentry liox^ big enough to contain a 
man and an electrical stand. From tho 
middle of the stand let an Iron rod rise 
and paps, bending out of the door and 
then upright twenty feet or thirty 
feet, pointed very sharp at the enrl. If 
the electrical stand* bo kept clean and 
dry n man standing on It when such 
clouds aie passing loir might be elec- 
trified 
aud 
afford 
sparks, the rod 


drawing flre to hlnrfrom a cloud 


"If any danger to the man should 


be apprehended, though I think there 
would be none, let him stnnd on the 
floor of his box and now nnd then 
bring near to the. rod the loop of a 
wire that bus ono end fastened to the 
leads, he holding It by a wax handle, 
so the spnrkH if tho rod be electrified 
»111 strike from the rod to the. wire 
and not affect him " 


The experiment suggested by Frank- 


lin was successfully performed in Mar- 
ly, France, by D'Alibard on May 10, 
1752; In London by Canton in Spltal 
square ou July 20, 1752, and by Wilson 
in Chelmsford, Essex, on Aug 12 of 
the same jear. Franklin himself de- 
scribed having used a kite In Phila- 
delphia in a letter anted Oct. 10 with- 
out giving the date of his observations. 
Kosenbergcr ("Geschlchte der Physlk," 
volume 2, page SM) mentioned that It 
was done In June. 


Franklin's disbelief In the dangerous 


character of the experiment must have 
received a severe shock when he heard 
of tbe death of G. W. Rlchman, who, 
In Hie year 1753. was killed by an elec- 
tric discharge drawn from the clouds 
by means of a kite.

On the top ol' some 
high tower or Meeple place a kind of 
sentry box big enough to contain a 
man and ah electrical stand. From the 
middle of the stand let nn Iron rod rise 
and IUIM, bonding out of the door and 
then upright twenty feet or thirty 
feet, pointed very sliaip at the end. If 
tlio electrical stand be kept clean and 
dry a man standing on U when such 
clouds aie passing !»«• might be elec- 
trified and 
alTord sparks, the rod 


drawing flre to him-from a cloud. 


"If any ilnnaer to the man should 


be appn'heml»<l. though I think thete 
would be none, let him stand on the 
floor of his box and now and then 
bring near lo the. rod the loop of n 
wire that has one end fastened lo the 
lends, be holding it by a wax handle, 
so the sp.nks If tbo rod lie electrified 
\\lll strike from Ibe rod to the wire 
and not affect him."

lin was successfully performed in Mar- 
ly, Prance, by D'Alibard on May 10, 
1752; 
In 7,nmlon by Canton In Spiral 


square on July 20, 1732, and by Wilson 
lu Ohelinsford. Essex, on Aug 12 of 
the same ,\ear. Franklin himself de- 
scribed having used a kite In Phila- 
delphia In a letter dated Oct. 19 with- 
out giving the date of bis observations. 
Rosenberger ("Gcschlchte der rhyslk," 
volume 2, page 81(1) mentioned that It 
was done In June.
